He was at one time a man of great 
power and had large armies at his com- 
mand. The armies were disbanded by his 
late father. ; 

' Muzaffer-ed-Din was recognized as the 
heir to the throne by England and Rus- 
sla many years ago. 

The assassin was a religious fanatic, 
named Mollah Reza. His home is in 
Babec, 

Nasr-ed-Deen Shah was the fourth soy- 
ereign of the Khajar dynasty. He 
mounted the throne in 1848, a mere 
youth of sixteen. Owing to this latter 
fact he was easily influenced by his cour- 
tiers to depose and execute his patriotic 
Prime Minister snd brother-in-law, Mirza 
Taghy, who was accused of treason. But 
he soon discovered how he had been de- 
celyed and ever regretted a deed which 
proved a blunder no less than a crime,

THE WATERMELON. 


Magnitnde of the Watermolon Industry 
Not Generally Known, 

Few people, remarks an oxchange, are 
aware of the magnitude of the water- 
melon industry of the South. Thomas- 
ville, which is center of tho watermelon 
district, covers an area of 150 miles 
square. It includes the southwestern por- 
tion of Georgia and tho northwestern 
portion of Florida, and when the season 
opens the freight departments of the rail- 
roads in this section move their head 
quarters to Thomasville, and the tele- 
graph company sends down flye oxtra 
operators to handle the increased busi- 
ness occasioned by the purchase and ship- 
ment of the crop. The season lasts about 
two months, beginning in July and end- 
ing with August, and last year between 
9,000 and 10,000 carloads were shipped 
outside the state, carrying an average of 
1,200 melons to a car, which makes a to- 
tal of about 11,000,000 melons oon- 
tributed to the northern and western ap- 
petite. About 52,000 pounds of seed haye 
been harvested in one season at Monti- 
cello. One grocer declares that he has 
sold more than $1,500 worth of seed in 
one month,

Leon Victor Auguste Bourgeois, who 
succeeds M, Berthelot as minister of for- 
eign affairs in the French cabinet, bas 
had a long experience in numerous offi- 
cial positions with the administration 
and control of communal and depart- 
mental affairs.

BICYCLES AND ROADS. 


Indirectly the Whecling Craze Will be of 
Value to Farmers. 

It is estimated that 500,000 bicycles 
will be sold the present year, to such 
enormous proportions has the craze for 
the “‘wheel’’ attained.

Soaking Seeds Before Sowing. 

It is stated that soaking sceds in a 
weak solution of nitrate of soda, previous 
to sowing, induces an early germination 
and 4 more sturdy growth. The argument 
is that in the presence of nitrates the re- 
serye substances of the seed are more 
readily dissolved, that if too concentrated 
solutions are used germination will be re- 
tarded insteadof hastened. The experi- 
ments show that germinating seeds take 
up nitrates and conyert them into al- 
buminous matter at a very early period 
in their development. Eleven-day-old corn 
plants showed 15,92 per cenf. albuminous 
matter where nitrates had been used, and 
11.69 per cent where without it

A New Vienna Lace, 

Vienna guipure is the name of a new 
lace, worked entirely in buttonhole stitch 
over fine cord. The design is traced on 
cambric—a very fine material is not 
necéssary—and this is tacked on enameled 
cloth, to keep the work flat. The outlines 
of the design are run or stitched with 
coarse cotton or cream silk, and the but- 
tonhole stitch is worked over this and 
over a couple of strands of fine cord of 
thick silk; cream silk is used for the best 
work, and it is the most effective. The 
whole of the design is then filled in with 
close rows of buttonhole stitch, worked 
one into the ‘other, and the connecting 
loops are worked and inter-laced at the 
same time. The different forms in the 
design are connected by loops that are 
not worked into the cambric, but lie 
over it, the cambric being afterward cut 
away from underneath.
